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In the foregoing case of Lee H. Oswald, private first class, U.S. iarine 
Corps, the sentence as approved, ordered executed and susvenied by the con- 
vening authority is approved. ‘ 


By copy here the convening authorit;; is advised that the proceedings, 
findings, and the sentence of the case are final and conclusive in the 
sense of Article 44 and 76 of the Uniform Code of Military Justice. .ic- 
cordingly, the convening authority is directed to take the administrative 
action required by 1955 NS RCH, Section 0118, with respect to the service 
record book of the accused. . 


This record has been reviewed in accordance with the provisions of jrti- 
cle 65c, Uniform Code of Military Justice. The record of trial sails be 
disposed of in accordance with the provisions of 1955 NS MOM, Secticn 0120.
